2. Deploy a vessel of opportunity from Ouzinkie with 6,
100' connected sections of boom with two tow bridles
and two anchors.

3. Tow to Neva Cove and anchor one end of the boom
to west shore. Repeat placement of anchor on east
shoreline.

4. Repeat steps 1 and 2 to install a second line of boom
approximately 10 yards forward of the first.

5. Monitor the boom as oil hits to ensure that angles are
correct. Be aware of changes in tides, winds and
currents.

This strategy is designed to protect the mouth of Neva
Creek. Monitor situation closely to designate recovery
points to minimize shoreline Impact. Oil can be
recovered anywhere along the boom.

The most common marine mammal is the sea otter. Neva Cove has seabird and
eagle concentrations as well as occasional brown bear. Occasional wintering
Steller’s and king eiders.

Spill risks include vessel traffic in and around Ouzinkie, Kizhuyak
Bay, Marmont Bay and Narrow Strait. The Ouzinkie town tanks can potentially
impact Neva Cove.
